Letrer from Nimes, datedthe goth of laft 
Month, gives the following Particulars 
relating to the late cruel Executions of 
fome of the chief Camifars. Allowance 
muft be made for the Place from whence 
thefe Particulars come, where the utmoft Rigour is 
us'd towards thofe who are fufpected in the leaft to 
difapprove fuch Violences, 
he 17th of this Month, it was difcover’d that 
there were fome Camifars in a Houfe in Montpelier. 
Soldiers were fent to fieze them, and 3 Men who 
defended themfelves ve3y bravely were fouad in one 
Room. A Dragoon of the Regiment of Fimarcon, 
one of the 3, was kill’d after he had wounded an 
Officer with a Piftol-fhor ; another was fiez’d on the 
fpot ; bur the third who was wounded got out into 
the Street, yet wastaken. This laft, who is a Swifs 
that had deferred the Regiment of Courten, defir’d 
to {peak with the Duke of Berwick, and being car- 
tied before him offer’d to betray Ravanel and Cati- 
nat into his Hands, if he would give him his Life, 
which was promis’d him. Then he defir’d to be car- 
ried to Nimes, where thofe 2 Camifars were. 

He arriv’d here by the Poft the 18th, and in the 
Night Time led the Officers of Juftice to feveral 
Houfes, in which thofe Camifars might be har- 
bour’d: After they had carefully fearch’'d fome of 
them they came to the Houfe of the Sieur Alifon. 
They found the Doors open. Ravanel was in the 
Houfe, and with him Jonquet, and du Villas of Saint 
Hipolite, a young handfome Man, Son of a Phyfi- 
tian of that Town, and formerly a Subalrern in the 
Regiment of Belcaftel. The fame Night were taken 
the Sieur Aligre a Merchant and Lauze an Inn-keep- 
er, who both had fupp’d with the others in Alifon’s 
Houfe. 

The roth in the Night Alifon and Ja Croix a 
Merchant's Son, were difcover'd upon the Top of 
the Houfe, and were allio taken. 

The 21ft at the Time onr Intendant and the Pre- 
fidial of the Town were fitting to try thefe Prifo- 
ners, Notice was given to them that Catinat was 
fiez'd. He was carried before the Duke of Ber- 


wick, who ask’d him why he return’d into this 
Country ; he an{wer’d, either in hope to prolong - 


his Life, or otherwife, That he was fent by the Queen 
of England, and that if be might be permitted to wPite 
to London, he fhould be exchang’d for the Marfhal de 
Tallard. The Duke having ask’d him whether he 
had nothing betrer to fay for himfelf, he replied, No. 
Then I tell thec, fays the Duke, thou fhalt not be alive 
in a few Hours. He fent him to the Judges, who con- 
demr’d him and Ravanel to be burnt alive; Villas 
and Jonquet to be broken alive ;_ the laft-was burnt 
after he was dead; and Alifon’s Houfe has been 
raz’d. They were carried to Execution at 8 a Clock 
at Night ; bur whether it was apprehended the Peo- 
ple would be troublefome at fuch a late Hour, or 
whether it was thought beft to render the Punith- 
mentof thefe * Rebels more folemn and exemplary, 
it was deferr’d to the next day ; when the Sentence 
was executed at 10 a Clock in the morning, 


The 24th the others Prifoners were tried, and 
condemn’d, vét. the Sieurs Alifon and Alegre to be 
broken on the Wheel alive ; Ja Croix to the Gallies ; 
la Jeunefle, Roger, Lauze, and a Coufin of Alifon’s, 
to be hang’d ; and the Houfes of Alegre and Lauze 
to be raz’d, becaufe they had given Harbour to the 
Leaders of the Camifars. This Sentence was execu- 
ted the fame day at 3 in the Afternoon. 

The 28th Information was given that Franceze, 
auother Leader of the Camifars was about our 
Town. Several Detachments were fent our, one of 
which met with him and 3 more, who defended 
themfelves couragioufly, and, did all they could to 
get themfelves kill’d ; but to no purpofe, they were 
all 4 taken alive ; and were to day condemn’d, viz. 
Franceze and Pierre de Galarges to be be burnt alive ; 
Daude the Father to be broken on the Wheel alive, 
and Daude the Son to be hang’d. This Sentence 
has juft now been executed. 

There are a great many fufpected and accus'd 
Perfons inonr Prifons; fo that "tis very probable we 
fhall {ee more Executions: But ‘tis not fo probable 
terrible thofe Examples will reftore this Province to 
its formerTranquility. 

From the Bruffels Gazette, dated May 12. 

Montpellier, April 29. Monfieur de Luffan Major 
of the Regiment of St. Sernin, being inform’d thac 
Francefet and Preditan were withother * Fanaticks 
in the Neighbourhood of Nifmes on the fide of the 
River Viflre, went out yefterday in the Morning 
with a Detachment of Dragoons and fome Swils to 
look forthem. He found them intrench’d with the 
River before them, they kill.d a Swits of the Regi- 
ment of Courtin, and wounded 1 Dragoon ; but ha- 


‘ving {pent all their Shot, they were wounded and _ 
taken by the Dragoons who pais’d the River. They 


are to be tried to Day, and afterwards executed at 
Nifmes according to the Order of the Intendant 
Monf. de Bafvillc. The taking of thefe Men is the 
more important, for that the faid Francefer had great 
Credit ainong the Fanaticks and might foon have 
drawn together a Body of them. Search is made for 
Cleris, another Leader of thefe wicked People, who is 
faid to Le in this Town with feveral of his Party ; 2 
Men are drawn outfof eachCompany of the Militia of 
this Province, who willf{be commanded by reformade 
Officers that are acquainted with theCountry and are 
fent for from Nice by our Inrendant ; and will be 
order'd to march to the Port of Aiguemortes, to op- 
pofe the Defcent which Cavalier and Jean Antoine 
have undertaken to make there with fome of the 
Enemy’s Troops, as Catanat and Ravanel confefs’d. 
Thefe Wretches had laid a Plor to fet the Towns of 
Montpelier and, Nifmes on Fire in feveral Places, and 
to maffacre all the old Catholicks ; to execute 
which Plor, there were in the firft of thofe Towns 
500 Confpirators, and almoft as many in the other, 
The Duke of Berwick, Monfieur de Bafvile are re- 
turn’d hither, from viftting the Coaft abour Aigue- 
mortes, 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated May 15. 

Montpellier, May 1. Two more of the principal 
Fanaticks, one call’d Pierre de Galargues Comrade 
of Francetet, and the other Chevalier who came 
with Catinat from the Enemy’s Country ; have beer 


taken and execured at Nifmes, with Francefet, whofe 
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Crimes appear’d fo great that the Prefidial fentenc'd 
hita to be burtit. -Chevalier being interrogated faid 
he knew more thanall the reft of the Enemy’s De- 
figns, chat it may be reckon’d upon the Marquis de 

\firmont will.make gn Attempt to ente: Dauphine, 
at the fame Time that Part of the Englith and Dutch 
Fleer come &pon our Coaft to endeavour to make a 
Defcent, which he faid they intend to do between 
Mangues and Aiguemortes ; and that he and Cati- 
at were fent into this Country to excite the Fana- 
ticks to rife and join the Marquis de Mirmont when 
he comes into Dauphine. The others who confefs'd 
any thing, faid the fame. Gaillard call’d the Ger- 
man, taken with Fleffieres, has been broken on the 
Wheel : De Leufe, Ravanel’s Friend and Lieutenant, 
ttas been hang’d; as has been alfo the Widdow 
Laufire who entertain’d them with Catinat in her 
idoufe. The Duke of Berwick being inform’d a 
days ago, that Cleris with his Party was gone to- 
wards Vibral between Ducfort and Lauve, immedi- 

tely commanded Monfieur de Planque with a De- 
tachinent of Irith Dragoons to endeavour to catch 
them ; and that they may fucceed the eafier, he has 
fent with him the Spy who gave him this Informati- 
on, and who had been formerly a Camifar of Cleris’s 
Party ; bur he could nor find them. Monfieur de 
Planque is fcouring the Country in Search of 
them.

They have Advice at Ratisbon 
from Vienna, that the Deputies fent to make new 
Propota's to the Malecontents, had written Word 
that Prince Ragotski had an{wer’d them, rhat fecing 
ircould norbe denied rhe Laws and Liberties of the 
Kingdom of Hungary had been violated, things 
ought to be eftablit’d in the Condition they were 
in 1670, that the juft Complaints of the Nation 
might ceafe : After, which neceflary Meafures might 
be taken, in concerr, to fecure ro the Crown, the No- 
bility, and the People, the Prerogatives legally be- 
longing to them; feeing it was for that Caufe they 
had taken Arms; and not out of a Rebellious Hu- 
mour as had been induftrioufly {pread throughout 
Furope.
